1. THERE IS AN INTERESTING METAPHOR IN THE POEM ABOUT THE 
PARACELS BATTLE, PUBLISHED IN KUANGMING DAILY MARCH 15 AND 
WIDELY REPEATED ELSEWHERE IN PRC MEDIA. IN PART THREE OF THE 
POEM THE CAPTAIN OF THE PRC WARSHIP IS INSPIRED BY THE 
PICTURE ON HIS CALENDAR: " A MAGNIFICENT SCROLL ON THE 
HANGING CALENDAR: THE RIOTOUS CLOUDS DRAFTING PAST SWIFTLY 
THE TRANQUIL STURDY PINES, THE BEAUTY IN HER INFINITE VARIETY, 

THE TOWER LUSHAN." 

2. THIS IS A VERY CLOSE PARAPHRASE OF MAO'S 1961 POEM " THE 
FAIRY CAVE- INSCRIPTION ON A PICTURE TAKEN BY COMRADE LI CHIN." 
LI CHIN IS CHIANG CHING. IT IS ONE OF THE PSEUDONYMS SHE 

HAS USED AS A PHOTOGRAPHER. THE PICTURE IS WELL-KNOWN. 

IT APPEARED ON THE BACK COVER OF CHINA PICTORIAL NO. 

7-80F 1971, THE ISSUE THAT PRECEDED THE FALL OF LIN PIAO 
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AND WHICH AMONG OTHER THINGS CARRIED A RARE PHOTO OF HIM BALD 
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HEADED, ALSO TAKEN BY CHIANG CHING UNDER A PSEUDONYM. 

THE ISSUE FEATURED A PORTFOLIO OF PHOTOS BY HER (AKA CHUN 
LING), ALL ON MILITARY SUBJECTS. 

3. THE METAPHOR OF THE POEM-PICTURE IS REPEATED LATER IN THE 
PARACEL POEM WHEN THE BATTLE IS DESCRIBED: " CHARGE FORWARD 
WITH THE WILL OF THE STURDY PINES, THE BRAVERY OF THE STURDY 
PINES* CHARGE FORWARD TO SEIZE THE VICTORY OF THE REVOLUTION, 
WE MUST MOUNT THE PERILOUS PEAK*" 

4. COMMENT. THE POET’S (CHANG YUNG -MEI) INTENTION ALMOST 
CERTAINLY IS TO PRAISE CHIANG CHING BY DESCRIBING HER FAMOUS 
PHOTOGRAPH AS THE INSPIRATION FOR THE PLA GOING INTO THE 
BATTLE. WE HESITATE TO CARRY THE SIGNIFICANCE FURTHER, 

BUT WE RECALL THAT HER 1971 PHOTOS OF THE MILITARY, UNDER THE 
NAME CHUNG LING, WERE WIDELY PRAISED AS SHOWING GREAT 
INTIMACY WITH AND FEELING FOR THE MIT, IT ARY.
